When Mr. Scott fired the question at 
Mr Murdock. “Will you dare tell the 
court where you got those letters?’ he 
was suavely ansWered that they had 
been delivered by the United States 
mai] in an anonymous letter address- 
ed to “F. A. Burgess, Assistant Grand 
Chief, Brotherhood of ‘Locomotive En- 
_gineers, Piedmont Hotel, Atlanta, Ga.”’ 
Mr. Burgess, sitting on the arbitration 
board as the union’s representative, 
arose and gave the same testimony. 

Says Letters Were Stolen. 

Then followed Mr. Scott's denounce- 
ment. Swinging his arm to emphasize 
his words, the president of the Georgia 
road uttered his charge: 

“We will prove by evidence present- 
ed here tomorrow morning that those 
letters were purioined trom the private 
office of cur counsel in Augusta.” 

Silence reigned for a moment while 
the import of the charge sank into the 
minds of the gathering. Then Judge 
William L, Chambers, sitting. on the 
arbiters’ bencn, always alert with just 
the right word to smooth the troubled 
waters, replied: 

“Why, yes, we'd naturally presume 
they were stolen. Who would think 
that your counsel gave them up volun- 
tarily?” 

Reinstatement on Confession. 

Anotber important development of 
the session. Wednesday was the fact 
that the railroad officiais had offered 
to reinstate Conductor Paschal within 
the past few weeks, on condition that 
he admit he erred and violated the 
bulletin. Paschal refused at the time 
to agree to such a settiement.

Suit Drags Through Court. 

The suit against the Georgia railroad 
referred to in the first letter dragged 
through the courts for a year and 
half. with the dismissal Waiting for 
Paschal in case the road lost the suit.

"Waent Scott wrote the following letter: 
"“Augusta, Ga, Avgust 9, 19l2.— 
Messrs. Joseph B. & Bryan Cumming, 
General Counsel, Cityv.——Gentlemen. 
Your letter of August 8 received. My 
recollection is that I concluded some 
time ago that if the jury found Con- 
ductor Paschal guilty in the Memory 
case he would be dismissed. He has 
been dismissed for another reason, and 
if he were to clear up that dismissal], I 
would order him dismissed because he 
has been found guilty in the Memory 
case.

FOR USE OF CANAL 


Merchant Vessels. Are to Pay 
$1.20 Per Ton, 


Rates Practically the Same as Those 
to Be in Force at the 
suez Canal. 


Washington, November § 13.-—Presi- 
dent Taft tonight issued a proclama- 
tion fixing the rates that the foreign 
Shipping of the world shall pay for 
passage through the Panama canal. 
The proclamation, made under the au- 
thority of the canal act, passed by 
congress in August, establishes a mer- 
chant vessel rate of $1.20 per net ton 
of actual carrying capacity, with a 
reduction of 40 per cent on ships in 
ballast. 

Provisions of Proclamation. 

The provisions of the proclamation 
are as follows: 

“1, On merchant vessels carrying 
passengers or cargo, $1.20 per net ves- 
sel ton-—each 100 cubic feet—of actual 
earning capacity. 

“2. On vessels in ballast without 
Passengers or cargo, 40 per cent less 
than the rate of tolls for vessels with 
passengers or cargo. 

“g. Upon naval vessels, other than 
transports, colliers, hospital ships and 
suppiy ships, fifty cents per displace- 
ment ton. 

“4. Upon army and navy transports, 
colliers, hospital ships and supply 
ships, $1.20 per net ton, the vessels to 
be measured by the same rules as are 
employed in determining the net ton- 
nage of merchant vessels. 

“The secretary of war will prepare 
and prescribe such rules for the meas- 
urement of vessels and such regula- 
tions as may be necessary and proper 
to carry this prociamation into fuli 
force and effect.”

ANGRY SOLONS HURL BOOKS 


And Use Their Fists---Unionists Re- 
solved to Block Business to 
Defeat Home Rule> 


London, November 13.—The house of 
commons, the popular house of tite 
“mother of parliaments,” was the scene 
tonight of a riot over Premier As- 
quith’s proposal to rescind the action 
of Monday, when the unionists carried 
by a majority of 22 Sir Frederick Ban- 
bury’s amendment, defeating the most 
important financial reature of the 
home rule bill. 

The unionists. refused to permit the 
debate and the speaker was forced to 
adjourn the session on account of the 
disorder. This is an extremely rare 
necessity and the situation is con- 
sidered a critical one. 

The unionists almost unanimously 
threaten that they will continue to 
make business in the house impos- 
sible unless the prime minister ac- 
cepts the amendment or drops the 
home rule bill. They declare that his 
action is unprecedented and will be 
obstructed by unprevedented meas- 
ures. Their object ts to force the 
government to resign. 

Traitors and Apes. 

The uprear far exceeded that which 
stifled Premier Asquith’s speech when 
he introduced the home rule bill and 
has not been eqyaled since the free 
fight. over Gladstone’s first home rule 
Measure. The members were taunted 
with epithets Hke “traitors” «and 
“apes.”

McCrory Loses Appeal. 

L. B. McCrory, of Atlanta, lest his 
appeal from the court of appeals in a 
decision handed down vesterday t-.-\- 
firming the finding of the Fulton su- 
perior court which sentenced him to 
serve five years in the penitentiary for 
larceny. 

The evidence showed that McCrory 
had been entrusted with $250 by T. J. 
Moss to furnish a cash bond for Roy 
Y. Moss for the space of six months, 
the latter to be employed as collector 
and office man for the Weneral Adjust- 
ing company. The money was to be 
paid back to T. J. Moss six months 
after February 17, 1910. Demand was 
made and payment was refused, and 
McCrory was charged with appropriat- 
ing the money to his own use, in vio- 
lation of the law governing bailments. 

The court of appeals held it was 
competent to show during the. trial of 
McCrory that he had in several simi- 
lar transactions received money from 
other persons and converted it to his 
own use. 


Court Turns Dewn Technicalities. 

In half a dozen opinions dealing 
with murder cases the supreme court 
Wednesday set aside as trivial tech- 
nicalities allegations of error urged ty 
counsel for persons convicted of hom- 
icides. 

In the case of Phillips v. the State, 
the court held that a charge which 
Was more favorable to the accused 
than the law allowed was not suf- 
ficient to cause a new trial. 

In the case of Lindsay v. the State, 
counsel’s plea that the court’s refusal 
to grant him a second extension of 
time to conclude nis argument was 
not reversible error. 

In the case of William v. the State, 
failure of the trial judge to allow the 
defendant to make a second statement 
in his own behalf after the state had 
introduced additional evidence was no 
ground for reversal, said the review- 
ing court. 

The charge of a trial judge that a 
cri:tne against a woman had i 0been 
committed “against her will” rather 
than “without her consent” was not 
sufficient to warrant a new trial, said 
the court of appeals.

The official consolidated returns for 
presidential electors in the election of 
November 5 were announced yesterday 
at the executive office by Hardy Ulm, 
secretary to the governor. 

The figures show that 121,533 votes 
were cast in the 1912 election. 

The vote by parties was as follows: 
Democrats, 93,171; republicans, 5,199; 
progressives, 22,010; socialists, 1,013, 
and prohibitionists, 147. 

This gave the democratic electors a 
plurality over the progressives of 74,-

In 1908 there was a total vote of 
182,716, a democratic majority of 13,0351 
and plurality of 31,720.

Crop Estimate by London Sta- 
tisticians a Factor in the 
Decline. 


New York, November 13.—The cotton 
market showed continued nervous 
news and prices more than lost yes- 
terday'’s advance during today’s trad- 
ing, with the close steady at a net 
decline of from 21 to 27 points. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
ef 5 to’7 points in sympathy with dis- 
appointing cables, but prices worked 
up to practically the final figures of 
yesterday during the few minutes on 
overnight buying orders and a renewal 
of bull suppert. There was a great 
deal of cotton for sale on this advance, 
however, and the market soon weak- 
ened under foreign selling, larger of- 
ferings from the south, continued 
liquidation, and local pressure. 

Reports of an easier turn in the 
southern spot situation appeared to 
have unsettled the confidence of recent 
buyers, and before midday the market 
showed a net loss of from 14 to 19 
points: -A report that a prominent 
firm of London statisticians had issued 
a crop eatimate of 14,250,000 bales ap- 
peared to be a factor on the decline as 
an estimate of under 14,000,000 had 
heen expected from that source, but 
covering checked the break and during 
the noon hour prices rallied 5 or 6 
points from the lowest. This bulge 
svon revealed the presence of further 
selling orders and the market later 
developed renewed weakness with of- 
ferings very active and general in the 
late trading when prices broke it to 
new low ground for the day, selling 
about 223 to 26 points net lower. Stop 
orders were reached on the way down 
and while there was 4 good deal of 
-overing in the last few minutes, final 
quotations were only five or six points 
up from the lowest on active months. 
Very conflicting advices were received 
from the south regarding the spot 
markets, some reporting @4 continued 
good demand and a generally strong 
situation while others claimed that 
demand had slackened an 
ings were becoming more liberal.

Rumors of large crop estimates were made 
during the morning, one cablegram from Liver- 
pool stating that a noted English firm was Out 
with 14,750,000 bales. Considerable pressure was 
in evidence at times, which Ied to the belief 
that large spot firme were taking the short 
side of the market. Telegrams to this effect 
sent to the interior brought’ back selling or- 
ders and reports that the spot demand at points 
like Memphis and August was less then it was.
